DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the reversal of the Examiner by the BPAI 
on March 29 2005. Claims 1-21 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The closest prior art of record are Gombrich et al. (4,835,372), Goetz 
(6,397,190), Leigh-Spencer et al. (5,602,802), and the Computer Science 
Telecommunication Board (For the Record Protecting Electronic Health Information, 
Computer Science Telecommunication Board National Research Council, National 
Academy Press, Washington, DC, July 1 997). 

These references generally teach the features of Applicant's claimed invention, 
namely, a method for conveying a prescribed medication to a patient, the method 
comprising the steps of providing a digital prescription carrier including a read/write 
memory and an infrared communication interface, encrypting prescription data defining 
a prescription, uploading, by a prescriber the prescription data into said carrier through 
said interface, transferring said carrier by a patient to a pharmacy, downloading said 
prescription data, and filling said prescription at said pharmacy. However, there is no 
motivation to combine the above references, as noted by the Board of Appeals and 
Interferences (BPAI) in their decision mailed 29 March 2005. See pages 14 to 15 of the 
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BPAI decision mailed 29 March 2005. Thus, it is respectfully submitted the claims 1-21 
are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
